ANNUAL REPORT. 

DEPORT of the Council to be presented to 
* ^ the Members at the Annual Meeting to be 
held in the Imperial Hotel, Birmingham , on 

Saturday , 2 5th April , 1931, at 3 p.m. 

The Council has the honour to submit the 
Annual Report of the working of the Association 

for the year 1930. 

The outstanding event of 
the year was the holding of 

The XXIInd Universal 
Congress of Esperanto (the 

third under British auspices) 
at Oxford, from 2nd to 9th of 
August. The actual organising 
was not officially undertaken 
by the Association, but prac¬ 



tically the whole of the heavy work entailed fell 
upon its personnel. 

The Council has gladly remarked, and desires 
to join in, the general encomiums offered to the 
Congress Committee upon the result of their 
labours. 

In order to reap the fullest advantage from the 
opportunity offered by the Congress, the Associ¬ 
ation made special arrangements to secure the 
utmost Press publicity. The result is abundantly 
shown in increased receipts, more especially in 
sales and the profits thereon. 
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Recent criticisms by educationalists—con¬ 
firming the opinion long held by many members^— 
that the Association should have a Higher 
Examination, led to the preparation by the 
Secretary of a scheme which was considered by 
a special Committee and approved in principle 
by the Council. With the expenditure of much 
time and devotion to detail, the result is being 
beaten into final shape by Commissions appointed 
for the purpose, in consultation with eminent 
educational experts. The finished scheme will 
cover a “ Licentiate " Examination, demanding 
a wide knowledge of Esperanto literature and 
history: and a “Teachers’" Examination, 
designed so as to be acceptable to Education 
Authorities. All concerned in this long and 
expert task are heartily thanked. 

A specially energetic effort was started in 
October to strengthen the financial position of 
the Association by the securing of One Thousand 
New Members. The Council reiterates its 
anxiety to receive more earnest co-operation on 
the part of members in the extension of the 
Membership Roll, and, in relation to this, would 
call especial attention to the closing paragraphs 
of this Report. 

So far as the'Association’s limited resources 
have allowed, every opportunity for Propaganda 
has been taken during the year. Esperanto has 
been consistently kept before the Educational 
and Broadcasting worlds, and the knowledge of 
it spread in the Rotarian and other progressive 
and philanthropic spheres, local and international. 
The Council gladly welcomes the support and 
countenance now being given to the Association 
and its work by prominent public men, such as 
Sir Charles Mander, Immediate Past President 
of the Rotary Clubs of Great Britain, and by 
those of His Majesty’s Ministers, eminent 
Educationalists, University Professors and 
others, who showed personal interest in the 
Oxford Congress. 

The Council has approved the formation of an 
Advisory Council to forward the interests of 

Esperanto in Educational Circles, and it has 

already been greatly encouraged by the willing 
support of a number of leaders in the academic 
and scholastic world. 

The Council has the pleasure to record that 
the Secretary has been successful in arranging 

with the Royal Society of Arts to include 

Esperanto as a subject in their Syllabus of 
Examinations,and it hopes that this new privilege 
will be fully taken advantage of. 

The Council would call attention to the 
Association’s standing offer to loan its excellent 
collection of Lantern Slides, and to supply 
books for sale, to members organising Propaganda 
Meetings; it would be glad to see these oppor¬ 


tunities more frequently used. 

Char President. It was with the profoundest 

regret that the Council received the decision of 
our highly esteemed and popular President, that, 
having now held the position for nine years, he 
would not accept re-election. The Council 
most regretfully recognises that Mr. Merchant’s 
presidency of the International Central Com¬ 
mittee is a grave responsibility, and a heavy 
addition to the strain on an already busy man, 
and that this work should have the prior claim; 
and it shares with the whole membership a 
feeling of great gratitude that Mr. Merchant has 
so long been able to devote his energies, his high 
business capacity, and his unfailing tact and 
humour, to the guidance of the Association’s 
affairs. 

In consequence of Mr. L. N. Newell’s business 
removal to Paris, he had, to general regret, to 
relinquish the Honorary Editorship of “ Inter¬ 
national Language," which he had so ably 

carried on for five years. Very fortunately, Mr. 
K. R. C. Sturmer, the Hon. Assistant Editor, 
was willing to undertake full responsibitity. 

The Examinations Committee, which for 

so many years had unostentatiously but effect¬ 
ively carried out, as a labour of love, a most 
important side of the Association’s activities, 
early in the year desired release from the self- 
sacrificing labours which it had always cheerfully 
undertaken. It ceased to function on the 7th 
June, and the indebtedness of the Association 
was signified by the presentation to its inde¬ 
fatigable Secretary, Mr. William Harvey—by 
general subscription of our members, and at his 
own selection— of a commodious Garden Shelter, 
in which the Council, on behalf of the Association, 
hopes that he may find much comfort in his 
now “ malpli laborplenaj tagoj." The Council 
desires to express equal appreciation of the 
devoted co-operation of Mr. Harvey’s associates : 
Mrs. Senior, Miss J. Baird, Miss J. Caw, and 
Mr. W. M. Page. 

The thanks of the Council are also tendered 
to those friends who have consented to take up, 
under the new scheme, the onerous duties of 
Controlling Examiners and Correspondence 
Examiners:—Mr. William Bailey, Miss L. 
Briggs, Messrs. D. R. Duncan, G. M. Hayton, 
W. B. Johnson, G. Roome, and I. H. Wright. 

Several changes have taken place in the Staff 
during the year; the most noteworthy being the 
retirement of Miss Kathleen Clamp (who entered 
the service of the Association in 1920), to “ carve 
her own career.” All who know this capable 
lady will join the Council in wishing her every 
success. . 

Accounts. The manner of presenting these 
is now greatly simplified, and the true position 
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rendered more clear, by the inclusion of the Publi¬ 
cations Fund and the Bolingbroke Mudie Mem¬ 
orial Fund in the General Balance Sheet. 

The additional publicity on account of the 
Congress—already referred to—and that due to 
the use of our Motor Car, made Sales in 1930 
the highest on record. Nearly £"300 gross was 
taken at the Congress Bookstall, but the total of 
£"2370 shows nearly £"150 beyond this in excess 
of any previous year. The Sales have thus 
doubled within five years. The resulting profit 
of £"627 is 52% higher than the excellent figure 
of 1929. 

Other items of receipts also show increases. 
At the same time, several items of expenditure 
are correspondingly higher. The current debts 
of the Association are paid to the last month of 
the year. The Stock is fully written down. It 
will be noted that the final result, though it must 
be regarded as still unsatisfactory, is less so than 
that of the previous year, but the Council 
desires , in this connection, to call the most 
serious attention of members to the concluding 
section of this Report. 

Capital Fund. —As a result of the “nest- 

egg” given by “ Esperantisto 8820 ’’—referred to 
in last year’s Report, this fund has now 
overtopped the first 20,000 shillings. All 
interested in the Association will join in most 
hearty thanks to the generous contributors. 

Nottingham Congress; Whitsuntide 1930. 

The Council heartily congratulates, and thanks, 
the organizers and their helpers on the most 
successful carrying through of their undertaking. 
While giving great pleasure and satisfaction to 
all participants, the affair resulted in a substan¬ 
tial profit, which was equitably divided among 
Esperanto bodies in the district. 

—The list of those who have fallen 
in our ranks during the past year includes two 
veterans in the Cause A. J. Adams, the friend 
of the blind; and D. H. Lambert, B.A., the last 
of the signatories to the first Memorandum of 
Association.

W. Storm, J. Whitaker, and Mrs. P. L. Wright, 
To the relatives of these friends, and to their 
intimate co-workers in the Cause, the Council 
tenders sincerest sympathy. 

Motor Car.— -This has again proved most 
useful, particularly with regard to the Oxford 
arrangements, greatly facilitating the work, and 
enabling it to be done in a third of the time. It 
has greatly helped in the membership campaign 


and the increase of our trading; and while 
enabling head-quarters to keep in closer touch 
with Federations and Groups, to mutual 
advantage, has economised travelling and 
carriage expenses.

The S.O.S. Ligo has at 
least one “combined” good deed to its credit, 
and many useful supportings have been given 
during the year, which closed with an effective, 
although small, Esperanto salutation sent in the, 
“ Grand Good-night ” from all the Britislq 
stations to all the World ...

The Council appeals for the most serious 
consideration by members of these concluding 


remarks:— 

An Association such as ours—engaged in 
promoting, in one of the most influential nations 
of the world, the growth of one of the most 
humanising movements: in guarding the interests, 
and in every way possible assisting the efforts 
of Esperantists throughout the Empire; gen¬ 
erally accepted in the Int'ernational movement 
as the principal influence and force; represen¬ 
tative of the Esperantistaro before Government 
and other authorities on all possible occasions ; 
very necessarily undertaking, for the benefit 
of Esperantists generally the (at present) com¬ 
mercially non-profit-making publication of 
text-books, propagandiloj, etc. — such an 
institution morally demands the full and unhes¬ 
itating support of every individual who desires 
the ultimate success of our Cause. The 
Association actually receives the support of 
something less than two thousand of these ! A 
poor proportion of those actually interested in 
our Movement! 

It has always been the policy of the Council 
to endeavour to extend the field of its coutribu- 
tories, rather than make further appeals to those 
who have already given financial aid, and, with 
the Executive, it has continually planned to 
reach the very large number of Esperantists in 
the Empire whose apathy can only be due to 
ignorance of the facts. It can only reach these, 
however, through its present members, who have 
opportunities of associating with non-members. 
Do these present members of the Association 
seek such opportunities ? Do they even take 
advantage of such opportunities when they 
occur ? Experience suggests that the reply must 
be—Very rarely! ” 

There seems to be a general supposition that 
the Association “ lives on air,” and but little 


comprehension of the fact that it exists solely 
on the goodwill of those on whose behalf it 
works. It is in fact in the contradictory position 
of being a representative and governing body , 
expected—by some—to work marvels, but ut¬ 
terly without taxing or compulsory powers of 
any kind. 

Its work, set it in the hey-day of enthusiasm 
for the Cause, must be carried on, and in faithful 
endeavour to continue this it is now rapidly 

exhausting its capital resources. 

In an effort to relieve the position, an urgent 
call is being pressed by Headquarters for an 

energetic campaign for one thousand new 
members. Some supporters have responded, 

but the great majority of Esperantists have yet 
to answer the call. 

The position needs serious comprehension and 
consideration by members generally, and the 
Council therefore decided that—in place of the 
customary Congress arrangements (which for 
a number of those who attend seem merely to 
mean a big spoonful of the jam of social 
amusement, masking the powder of perfunctory 
attendance at one business meeting)—this year’s 
annual gathering shall meet with the intention 
of deeply and anxiously considering the Associa¬ 
tion’s position, means and policy : and that only 
such social amenities shall be indulged in as the 
thorough treatment of this matter shall permit. 

The Council asks that all who have the 
interests of the Association truly at heart will 
endeavour to be present at the Annual Meeting. 
In the meantime, all are begged to give most 
earnest consideration to the matter. Any con¬ 
clusions to which members may come, or any 
suggestions they may have to offer, should be 
communicated to the Secretary as early as 
possible.
